Nes- 
bitt in his testimony at the coroner's 
inquest had said that he did not wear 
pajamas that evening.

Nesbitt in his confession tonight 
admitted that he wore the blue pa- 
jamas when he murdered his wife 
and that he had burned them in the

A blood-stained strand of hair. 

A blood-stained comb. 

Mrs. Nesbitt’s blood-stained night- 
gown. 

That virtually was all officials had 
to solve what was at first described 
as “the perfect crime.” The over- 
shadowing importance of these bits 
of evidence was demonstrated when 
Nesbitt confessed. They all dove- 
tailed in the structure of evidence, 


real and circumstantial, that had been 
reached. 

The confession came after five 
hours of questioning in the Nesbitt 
home, Ora Slater, Cincinnati private 
detective, said.

This can only be 
done, he believes, by reducing the num- 
ber of men actually with the colors, 
and if this is done, it will still be 
some time hefore the reduction shows 
in the number of reserves who have 
‘received military training and have re- 
tired to civil life.

The life saving first aid treatment 
for a victim rescued from carbon 
monoxid gassing is (1) promptly get- 
ting the victim out into the open air, 
(2) immediately instituting artificial 
respiration by the proae pressure or 
Schafer method, which everybody who 
purports to have an elementary edu- 
cation should be prepared to apply in 
an emergency, and (5) the adminis- 
tration of air with 5 per cent of ear- 
bonie gas if this is obtainable. No 
apparatus is necessary or desirable 
for artificial respiration. 

The effect of slight carbon monoxsid 
gassing, as in the rnstances above 
cited, is difficult to reeognize. There 
is no accurate fest of slight carbon 
monoxid poisoning available. 
rather suggestive sign observed in 
such cases is a full quota of red blood 
corpusles, or maybe an increase over 
the normal, in spite of the apparent 
pallor and apparent anemia of the 
patient. 

Among the more common  com- 
plaints of men presumably suffering 
from occult, unrecognized or mild ear- 
bon monoxid poisoning incident to 
their work, are frequent dull head- 
aches, pallor, digestive impairment, an 
unaccustomed languor or weakness, 
aod an unaccustomed downhearted- 
ness, irritability or peevishness — 
nervous exhaustion, many victims 
like to eall it. 

Probably a great many cases of oc- 
carbon monoxid poisoning .are 
wrongly diagnosed, especially when 
the possibility of the exposure is not 
obvious ra the patient’s history.

GEORGIA COMING 
UP AS CIGARETTE 
TOBACCO PRODUCER 


Washington, March 12.—(Special.) 
Georgia is pushing ahead as a pro- 
ducer of cigarette tobacco, with a to- 
tal crop last year of 48,039,000 
pounds, which is nearly one-eleventh 
of flue-cured or cigarette tobacco 
grown in the United States. 

Figures showing the rapid develop- 
ment of tobacco production in Geor- 
gia were furnished Senator Harris by 
the department of commerce. The 
production last year compares with 
29 715,000 pounds in 1924 and 9,437,- 
0OW in 1923, while a few years ago 
there were only about 2,000,000 
pounds grown in the state. 

The total crop of flue-cured tobacco 
in the United States last year was 
525.585,200 pounds, of which 278, 
“79,373 pounds were experted to for- 
eign countries. 

The Far East uses flue “ured to- 
baceo and this brand rans» first as 
an export type. Dark tobacco is one 
of the main export types and is used 
by Latin-America, whose market for 
tobacco products has shown greater 
development than any other.

Closing Church, 
Killed by Mob 


Nayarit, Mex., March 17.—()— 
‘Lliiree representatives of the state of 
Navarit were killed and a number of 
persons injured, one girl probably 
fatally, in a riot resulting from or- 
ders to close a Catholic church at 
Jalisquelio. a neighboring town. The 
officials met by armed opposition from 
the church fellowers.

changes. Upshaw wanted me to tell 
him how crime had decreased but I 
replied that I could give him no in- 
formation to this effect, as it would 
require an examination of police court 
dockets and other statistical informa- 
tion. I do not know whether crime 
has decreased or increased, and so 
1 told Congressman Upshaw.” 

Mr. Wellborn stated Friday that he 
sent his letter discussing prohibition 
conditions in Atlanta to Congressma® 
Upshaw on March 8. 

“The letter to Congressman Upshaw 
was written March 8 and sent to the 
congressman on that date,” Mr. Well- 
born said. “It was a few days later 
before I sent a copy of the letter ‘@s 
Congressman Tinkham. In his orig- 
inal telegram sent to me, Congress- 
man Upshaw asked my opinion on 
prohibition, stating he wanted to use 
it in debate with Tinkham which was 
scheduled to come up later in the 
house. In view of the fact that he 
made this request, I sent a copy of 
the letter to Congressman :Tinkham 
several days after the original was sent 
to Upshaw. [I do not know that Up- 
shaw received the letter, of course, but 
it was mailed to him direct.” 

Mr. Wellborn said he did not care 
to discuss the situation any further, 
as his letetr giving his views of the 
situation in Atlanta spoke for itself. 

Views of Ministers. 

“The people of our section of Geor- 
gia, under the present law, are con- 
trolling whiskey better than ever in 
our history,” President Sharp, of Rein- 
hardt college, said.

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STECHER SAYS 
BOUT FRAMED: 
CLAIMS TITLE 


Boston, March 12.—(4)—Conflict- 
ing claims of a forfeit of the world’s 
wrestling championship and of a 
“frameup” were made today as the 
aftermath of a near riot last night 
oceasioned by Joe Stecher’s refusal to 
take part in a bout. 

Stecher, who regards himself as 
champion, was slated to meet an “un- 
known.” When confronted with Joe 
Malcewicz, of Utica, N. Y., Stecher 
leaped from the ring. Pandemonium 
reigned and police swarmed around 
the ringside. ‘The exciteme.t increased 
when Leon Burbank, referee, declared 
Malcewicz the winner and champion. 

Stecher and his brother and man- 
ager, Anthony, declared the walkout 
was staged because Paul Bowser, the 
prometer, did not make good a verbal 
contract to pay Stecher $12,500. 

“When Joe and I got into the 
dressing room,” Anthony said, “we de- 
manded our guarantee. Mr. Bowser 
said it would look better if he paid 
the money in the ring before the peo- 
ple. We began to see something fishy, 
but we got into the ring. Then Bowser 
refused to pay over the guarantee, and 
Joe Malcewicz jumped into the ring. 
It was a distinct frameup all around.” 

Jake Bressler, of Des Moines, lowa, 
first climbed into the ring at the Bos- 
ton arena and was greeted with booes 
and catcalls. Then came Stecher. Then 
from the ringside hopped to Malce- 
wicz, who doffed his street clothes and 
displayed wrestling togs. Then Stecher 
jumped out. 

Last January Malcewicz posted a 
$2,500 forfeit in support of his claim 
that he won the heavyweight cham- 
pionship title from Earl Caddock at 
Utica four days before the latter was 
defeated by Joe Stecher. In posting 
the forfeit, Malcewiecz challenged 
Stecher and Strangler Lewis to a 
three-cornered sweepstakes at $10,000 
a side, winner take all.
